Washington, April 9.—(Special.)—The sen- 
ate was the all observed body of congress 
today. The opening proceedings were made 
of interest by the swearing in of Georgia’s 
new senator, Patrick Walsh. 

large crowd had assembled in the gal- 
jery to see the Georgian initiated, while all 
the Georgia congressmen were over to wel- 
him. Mrs. Walsh, accompanied by 
Allen, of Augusta, and Mrs. Aspin- 
occupied the vice president’s pew in 
the east gallery. Mr. Walsh was met at 
the senate by Senator Gordon. The end 
seat on the last row had been assigned him. 
On it rested two large baskets of flowers. 

As the vice president rapped for order 
Mr. Waish took this seat. He was attired 
jn the reg black Prince Albert coat 
of the senatorial cut, which means the 
tail must not reach below the knees, 
though the style is the other way. Mr.. 
Waish’s coat was buttoned, his hair was 
brushed well back and he looked every inch 
a typical senator. Senator Gordon’s seat 
is just in front of his. After prayer Sena- 
tor Gordon offered Mr. Walsh’s credentials 
and asked that he be sworn in. 

The vice president called for him to come 
forward. On the arm of Senator Gordon, 
Mr. Walsh marched around in the rear 
of the desks, down the center aisle and up 
tu the vice president’s desk, where he took 
the oath. 

Then the vice president turned and pro- 
ceeded with the busiagss of the senate, 
while a clerk shoved out a book for the 
new Georgia senator to sign his name in. 
Senator Walsh then walked back to his 
seat with Senator Gordon. There the Geor- 
gia congressmen were formed in line to 
tender congratuiations, after which Mr. 
Walsh was taken out in the corridor, where 
his other friends greeted him and extended 
congratulations. 

Mr. Walsh has not been assigned on 
committees, but it is probable that he will 
be a member of the postoffice committee,

R. Randall and Mr. Walter Colquitt, son 
of the late senator. 
Wolcott Argues His Plan. 

After Mr. Waish was sworn in today 
Senator Wolcott delivered a strong silver 
speech in favor of his resolution providing 
for the negotiation of a treaty with Mexico 
lur the coinage of Mexican dollars at our 
mints for shipment to Canada. Even Sena- 
tor Sherman agreed to the resolution, but 
under the it went over until tomor- 
row. 

Then the show of the day came off in the 
Senate. It was the speech of David B. 
Hiil, of New York, defining himself on the 
tariff bili. The chgmnber and the galleries 
Were packed aimost to st®k\ocation to hear 
What he wald say. Almost the entire 
house turned into the senate chamber. 

Hill Tries to Bluff. 

Senator Dave had his speech prepared and 
read it, but he read with good effect and in 
@& tone that every one could hear. His 
Speech was nothing more nor less than a 
dead, cold bluff. In substance, it saids 

“The two parties are practically evenly 
divided in the senate. I can defeat this 
tar.ff bill, and if you don’t fix it to suit 
i will defeat it.” : 

The income tax was his main point of at- 
tack. He said: ‘‘Strike out or I will defeat 
your bill.” Then he formally put himself 
in with the protection element of the party. 
He siarted out by justly criticising the ad- 
Ministration for its Hawaiian policy and 
Mr. Cleveiand for selecting a republican 
for the chief ofiice in his cabinet, face- 
tiously remarking that therefore the repub- 
lican party was partially responsible for the 
Hawaiian fiasco. Then he pounded the in- 
Come tax for two hours, declaring the bill 
Would fail unless it was stricken out. He 
denounced it as a populist measure. He de- 
Clared some democrats were trying to play 
the tail to the populist kite. Continued ad- 
Vocacy of this tax, he said, would cause the 
democrats tc lose the house and the senate 
@& the next election and the presidency 
three years -Ahence. He characterized the 
Income tax as a scheme of speculation and 
@$ @ sectional tax. The tariff bill with an 
income tax in it was, he said, not reform, 
but Was folly and impotency. He harshly 
“riticised the makers of the tariff bill for 
Teducing duties so low as to make an in- 
Come tax necessary. He wanted the duties 
Taised and the income tax stricken out. 
Unless this was done to suit him the bilj 
Would fail and the income tax advocates 
Would be responsible for it. 

What the Resolution Meant.

Should Have Selected a Democrat. 

This blunder, Mr, Hill considered, was 
the natural consequence of placing the de- 
partment of state in charge of a republican 
statesman, distinguished and estimable 
though he might be, whose public services 
had always been identified in opposition 
to the democratic party, and whose politi- 
cal convictions upon the disputed pubtic 
questions of the day, if changed at all, 
been carefully concealed. Mr. Hill express- 
ed regret that the president should notapive 
been able to find in his own party some 
safe and honored statesman in whom he 
and his party could have placed confidence, 
one of democratic instincts and training, 
whose management of foreign affairs would 
have reflected credit upon the country, 
and would have avoided the promulgation of 
that under-American principle, a departure 
from democratic precedeits, which was 
sought to be forced upon an unwilling peo- 
ple. 

Coming to the question of tariff reform, 
he drew a contrast between 13887 and 18, 
and said an extreme reduction of tariff du- 
ties at a time when the treasury was swol- 
len with a surplus of a hundred = million 
dollars, when all our industries 
were in motion, assumed a different aspect 
when proposed now with a large and grow- 
ing treasury deficit, with ovr industries 
paralyzed, our manufactories closed, our 
working men idle and following upon the 
heels of one of the most disastrous finan- 
cial panics in our history. What was safe 
and prudent and wise then it would be 
criminal folly to attempt now. Then he 
proceeded to assail the president’s dila- 
toriness of action in this matter. 

Warned of the Panic. 

Mr. Hill said: ‘tA month prior to his in- 
auguration the president was forewarned 
of the approaching monetary panic. He 
convened congress six months later, when 
was subsiding which should have 
is feared that this con- 
gress does not appreciate the aWful de- 
vastation which the financial cyclone of 
last summer has inflicted upon the business 
interests of our country. It has made 
havoe of our prosperity, private and public. 
It has dimin.shed all domestic and inter- 
State trade until a fifth of our railroad 
mileage is in the hands of receivers, and 
all our banks are gorged with money un- 
employed. It has struck down by hundreds 
the captains ot our industry who have been 
wont to organize profitable enterprises, bor- 
capital and lead the great mass of 
This is no time for partisan re- 
proaches, however just. The senate is 
nearly equally politically divided, 
and it is apparent that if 
prompt remedial legislation is 
ordered themeradicalism in any direction 
must be discarded. The extreme features 
of the McKinley bill must be eradicated, 
but alike demands that ex- 
tremes in opposite direction must be 
avoided.”’ 

Of the Wilson bill, he said in the face of 
the protestations of industries and in the 
presence of such a paralysis of all gener- 
al business, as the treasury deficit attests 
and prolongs, this bill as framed by its 
author and as passed by the house sought 
to double the deficit by discarding custom 
revenues and to fill the void with an in- 
come tax.

Not a Temporary Thing. 

This proposed tax is not advocated as a 
temporary expedient; there is no limitation 
fixed to its duration, but it is boldly pro- 
posed as a permanent policy for the gov- 
ernment, it is vigorously defended, it is 
approved, and its ill-concealed sectionalism 
is unblushingly excused.

Washington, April 9.—The beginning of 
the second month of the Pollard-Breckin- 
ridge trial this morning, witnessed the be- 
ginning of the end in the commencement of 
argument before the jurv. There were few 
persons present when the court convened, 
but the plaintiff was among the spectators, 
much to most persons’ surprise. It was 
supposed she woul& not care to hear her 
Character publicly discussed with the free- 
UOIa Thal Counsel use in such nidtters. 

Miss Poliard iooked well and she appeared 
tc be in the best of spirits, chatting with 
asiSS IXllis, of the House of Mercy who sat 
beside her. Colonel Breckinridge and ali 
his lawyers were prompt, including Major 
Butterworth, who delivered a speech in Cin- 
Cinnati Saturuay night and leit that city 
immediately for Washington. 

After some time 
paneling a new circuit court jury, Judge 
Bradley read his decision with reference ta 
tne prayers tor instructions to the jury, 
which were submitied by both sides on 
Saturday. He granted nine of the fourteen 
prayers of the plaintiff, modifying six otf 
these, refusing tour, and aecided that one 
was covered by another player, thus prac- 
licaily granting ten of the fourteen prayers. 
Six olf the tweive prayers of the*detendant 
vere granted and a substitute of Judge 
Brauley’s for another wasgaccepted, thus 
making seven prayers es five with 
modilications, and the other five were refus- 
ed. After making his uecision, Judge Brad- 
ley said that while the burden of proof rest- 
eu on the piaintiff to show thuata contract to 
marry was entered into, but as the defend- 
ant had set up the defense that the 
contract was not made in goou faith, the 
burden of proof would rest upon him to 
snow tnat there Was an agreement that the 
contract was not to be carried out and that 
ine statements made in the presence of oth- 
er parties were made with .his understand- 
ing by both parties. Major butterworth 
and Judge Wilson each made an appeal to 
the court not to set a limit of time on the 
argument, and Judge bBradiey’ granted the 
request witn the understanding that the 
counsel would not take up too- much time. 

Cariisie Starts the Ball. 

Calderon Carlisle then began the opening 
argument for the piaintilf. Vitnout any 
alltempt at oratory ne wiu the jury tnat in 
his opening statement a month ago yester- 
day,- he had been exceedingly temperate, 
but he could now say that all his state- 
ments, and more than these, had been prov- 
ed. He agreed with Major Butterworth 
that there were three parties to the suit— 
the plaintiff, the defendant and the commu- 
nity, anu he pointed out the full accounts 
in the newspapers of the progress of the 
trial as evidence that the community was 
interested. He asked tne 
consider its duty to the community, 
promised to point out later what the 
community had a right to expect. Seiore 
going into the legal aspects ol the case, Mr. 
Carlisle remindea the jury of the distin- 
guished career of the defendant and the ad-

The defense, said Mr. Carlisle, had taken 
the depositions of Orrin Brown and his 
Sister, Mrs. Robertson, the children of. the 
president of Wesleyan college, but 
they spoke so well and so highly of the 
plaintif? that the plaintiff's counsel had 
read the depositions as part of the evi- 
dence. Mr. Carlisle handed the jury sever- 
al tin-types of the pliantiff taken just be- 
fore she met the defendant, where Miss 
Pollard is shown in short dresses. 

“Look at those pictures,” he said, with 
a ring in his voice, “and see if she appears 
to be the woman of experience on whom 
the defendant wishes to place half the bur- 
den of their intimacy. Look at that pic- 
ture and then look at the defendant—loolk 
at the defendant and remember what littie 
difference there was in his appearauce then 
from now.” 

Then Mr. Carlisle told of the meeting 
between the plaintiff and the defendant 
on the train in 1884. Ie passed over this 
quickly, saying both parties said it was a 
mere trivial conversation, the only point 
of difference being that she he ac- 
costed her; he said she accosted him. “And 
now, before we go further,” said Mr. Car- 
lisle, “let us see what manner of man this 
was who had to go through the train to 
get his overcoat and who found a school 
girl in his path.” 

He Was Not Innocent. 

“He had a classical education and every 
advantage, and mental. He went 
through the war and he had married twice. 
And on this stand this defendant had paid 
a tribute in his voice and in his manner 
to his deceased wife and the mother of his 
seven children, 

“He confessed here on the stand that no 
man had less excuse for what he did than 
he had; that no words could magnify the 
advantages which he had; no words could 
paint the depth into which he fell in this 
instance.” Mr. Carlisle said with feeling: 
“And this is the manner of man who met 
this school girl on that train.” The 
tract with Rodes was taken up and fully 
reviewed a preface to the call of Col- 
onel Breckinridge at Wesleyan college, 
when Miss Pollard wanted his advice and 
assistance concerning the threat of Rodes 
that he would compel her by law to marry

Mr. Carlisle, in defending the plaintiff 
for writing to Breckinridge after she had 
met him but once, said that' the defendant 
had told her he knew her father, and she 
had said she knew him by reputation. This 
brought up the subject of the letter produc- 
ed by Colonel Breckinridge in which Miss 
Pollard is represented as saying that she 
wanted Colonel Breckinridge to call on 
her at the college, and Mr. Carlisle had 
just quoted Miss Pollard’s statement that 
the letter was a forgery when recess was 
ordered. 

Resuming his argument after recess, Mr. 
said that the knowledge of the 
expert witnesses called by the defense to 
testify about the letter was not an excct 
science. 

“We did not bring expert witnesses,” he 
“for you, gentlemen, are our experts.’’ 
Handing the jury a facsimile copy of the 
marriage certificate of Colonel Breckinridge 
and Wing, he asked them to look at 
this Which looked so much like the 
original, and see how easy it was to pro- 
duce.“But I do not intend to take up 
your time with this matter,” he said, 
“Just compare the letter I handed you~ 
the letter of July 20th—and note the points 
of difference between it and these other 
letters which ‘Miss Pollard admits she 
wrote and your opinion will be as good as 
a barrel of expert testimony.” 

Mr. Carlisle read the letter of July 20th, 
in which the writer tells Colonel Breckin- 
ridge that what she has to say to him is 
worse than a divorce case, and that She 
likes his face, and thinks she will like him. 
He said there was but little difference in 
that letter and what the plaintiff had stat- 
ed, but the plaintiff had examined the let- 
ter and pronounced it a forgery, and out of 
all the many letters that had been written 
to the defendant by the plaintiff, this and 
a little note written in 1887 were all that he 
could produce 

That Carriage Ride. 

Speaking of the celebrated carriage ride, 
Mr. Carlisle said the fact that on that hot 
August evening the defendant brought a 
closed carriage to take the plaintiff’ to a 
concert hall demanded explanation, but the 
defendant nad not attempted to explain it. 
He had merely contented himself with say- 
had picked out the carriage without 
looking at what sort of a carriage it was. 
teviewing the events of that night from the 

atement from the plaintiff and the defend- 
ant and what happened the next day, Mr. 
Carlisle said: “And from that time until 
May, 1893, she obeyed his every breath and 
was faithful to him in every way.” 

Tne future relations of the plaintiff and

Buenos Ayres, April 9, via Galveston.—The 
insurgent Admiral da Gama made his es- 
cape from the Portuguese warship Min- 
dello at 2:15 p. m. yesterady, and arrived at 
the Buenos Ayres quarantine station last 
evening. The Portuguese sailors made no 
resistance to his leaving the warship. The 
Mindello and her companion ship, the Al- 
fonso de Albuquerque, sailed for Monte- 
video at 10 o’clock this morning.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Opinions of Governors and Members 
of Congress on Its Construction. 
Boston, Mass., April 9.—The Traveler, of 
this city, which has been an earnest ad- 
vocate of the building of the Nicaragua 
canal, sent out letters to the, governors of 
the various states and the more prominent 
members of congress asking their opinion 
as to the value of the canal to this country 
and whether or not the government should 
construct and control the waterway. An- 
Swers have been received from thirty-one 
governors and forty members of congress, 

and are printed. 

The governors of the southern states, 
without exception, either favor the govern- 
ment building and owning the canal out- 
right or extending aid to whatever cor- 
poration builds it. 

Governor Waite, of Colorado, says: ‘‘The 
United States government, in conjunction 
with the Central American republics, should 
build this canal at national expense.’ 

Governor McGraw, of Washington, be- 
lieves that the United States should con- 
struct, own and operate the canal. 

Governor Hogg, of Texas, takes very pro- 
nourced grounds against the United States 
fostering any such enterprise, while under 
private control. He says: “This govern- 
ment should prohibit foreign or private in- 
terference with that canal, and should con- 
struct, own and operate it herself.”’ 

Governor Lewelling, of Kansas, declares 
that it would be desirable that the United 
States should own and operate the canal 
as the exclusive property of the United 
States. 

Congressmen Bynum, of Indiana; Wash- 
ington, of Tennessee; Kilgore, Bell and Ab- 
bott, of Texas, declare themselves heartily 
in favor of its construction, but say that 
they would not vote for any measure which 
would pledge the United States to guarantee 
the bonds of any private corporation. 

Senators Stockbridge and McMilian, of 
Michigan, Perkins of California, Dolph and 
Mitchell of Oregon, Morgan of Alabama, 
Frye of Maine, and Congressmen Hender- 
son of Iowa, Burrows of Michigan, Storer 
of Ohio, Van Voorhis of New York, Doo- 
little of Washington; and a number of 
others in both politital parties say they are 
in favor and will vote for such a bill as 
that proposed by Senator Morgan. 


ON NORTH CAROLINA FARMS. 


Fruit Crops Partly Killed—Sonme To- 
bacco Plants Saved. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 9. —(Special.)—The 
first crop bulletin of this year was issued 
by the state this evening. It says: ‘“Un- 
doubtedly the peach crop is ruined, but there 
will be a smau yield of other fruits, espe- 
cially apples. Grapes were badly damaged, 
but will grow out again, producing some- 
tning like half a crop. A good many straw- 
berries were saved by covering, as were also 
some potatoes in the eastern districts. The 
loss of truck was very great. Seeding is 
weil unaer way and tnere is time for a 
good crop of wneat, oats and rye. Topac- 
co plants and clover were also more or less 
Gamagea by the freeze, notwithstanding 
tnere are many reasons tor encouragement 
at the beginning of the season. The reports 
ot correspondents show that the weather 
has not been favorable for the growth of 
crops, though favorable for farm work. 
Vegetation 1s now somewhat benind. ‘ine 
reports trom the eestern dilistricts say to- 
bacco plants are slightly damaged. Huck- 
leperries were destroyed. Wheat and oats 
suffered very little. These were worse dam- 
aged in the central districts than eisewhere, 
tnough they look badly in the western dis- 
trict. Tobacco plants were not injured in 
the western district. Some have replanted 
oats there.”

Mr. Aldrich 
suggested that instead of the bill being 
read formally as proposed by Mr. Harris, it 
should be read paragraph by paragraph 
and that amendments might be offered as 
the bill was read. That, he said, was the 
uniform practice in tariff and appropriation 
bills. 

As Mr. Harris persisted in asking that 
the bill be read in full, Mr. Chandler ex- 
pressed the hope, sarcastically, that the 
senator from Tennessee would not be pres 
vented from filibustering against the bill as 
he appeared to be doing. 

While the matter was still under discus- 
sion, without any prospect of arriving at 
any decision of it, a motion to adjourn was 
made by Mr. Manderson and was voted 
down: Yeas 13 (all republicans), nays 31. 
After some further consumption of time 
in fruitless discussion of the point as to 
how the bill should be proceeded with, a 
motion to proceed to executive business was 
made by Mr. Hale. On this motion no 
quorum voted. All of the republicans but 
two withheld their votes and the rest of 
the day’s session was spent in plain, ordi- 
nary every day filibustering such as is 
frequently witnessed in the house, and 
with the same result.

When some insignificant power gets in 
our way our statesmen lose no time in 
demanding apologies and reparation, but 
when we meet the British lion in the 
middle of the big read we give him the 
right of way and say nothing. 

One of our warships probably reached 
Blueficlds yesterday. Two or three ves- 
sels should have been sent, and if the 
British make any attempt to seize the is- 
lands that will be needed for coaling 
stations at the entrance of the Nicaragua 
canal our naval forces should offer 
prompt resistance. Under the circum- 
stances our government would be justi- 
fied in nullifying the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and our next step should be to 
enforce the Monroe doctrine by driving 
the English out of British Honduras.

State Bank Currency. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
New York Journal of Commerce says 
that Colonel Oates, of Alabama, and 
other democrats have been conferring 
with officials in the treasury department 
in regard to the repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax on state bank notes. 

The correspondent puts something of a 
hew face on the scheme. He says that 
Colonel Oates and the rest of those who 
have been conferring with Secretary 
Carlisle are in favor of retiring the 
“forced treasury notes’”—whatever that 
may mean—and substituting for them 
an elastic banking currency. Yet we do 
not suppose that any democrat who un- 
derstands the desires of the people or 
the intention of the platform recommen- 
dation, is in favor of retiring the legal 
tender treasury notes. The people want 
more money, instead of less, and they 
want the treasury notes, which are good 
in all parts of the contry, to supplement 
the issues of state bank notes. 

The correspondent also says that Col- 
cnel Oates and those who have called on 
the secretary believe that “a proper 
banking bill will. bring relief to the 
south, scotch the free coinage serpent, 
and take the currency question. out of 
politics.” One would judge from the 
free and easy manner of the correspond- 
ent that Colonel Oates himself had fur- 
nished him with the phrase in regard to 
“scotching the free coinage serpent,” and 
in this he does the colonel an injustice. 
In this climate we do not employ such 
blundering metaphors. If Colonel Oates 
made any remark of that kind he said 
“crush,” instead of “scotch,” but we 
don’t believe he said anything about the 
“silver serpent.” Certainly we don’t be- 
lieve he is in favor of retiring legal ten- 
der money and supplying its place with 
ordinary bank notes. If he is he ought 
to come right out‘and tell the people of 
Alabama where he stands on the ques- 
tion, for, at bottom, it is a very impor- 
tant question. :

street, which, according to Colonel Oates, 
has the country by the leg, proposes to 
permit the people to enjoy the benefits 
of a local currency, elastic enough to be 
responsive to the demands and pressure 
of business, well apd good. But if the 
local currency is to be stripped of the 
greater part of its advantage by the re- 
tirement of the legal tender notes the 
people will at once conclude that it costs 
more than it comes to. 

We have no doubt that Wall street has 
the treasury by the leg, but we have our 
doubts about its grip on the people. It 
may be able, owing to the surrender of 
certain democrats, to prevent remedial 
legislation. It may even be able, under 
cover, to put through vicious legislation, 
‘but the rule of Wall street will end as 
soon as the people can be heard from at 
the polls. 

So far as the repeal of the state bank 
tax is concerned, we repeat what we 
said yesterday: Let the democrats get 
together and repeal it. Then, when the 
repressive and oppressive statute is no 
longer a part of the law, those states 
that need a local currency can get it. On 
the other hand, those states that have 
no need for a supplemental currency 
will not find it necessary to take advan- 
tage of the repeal of the tax. 

There seems to be a good deal of un- 
hecessary chatter on the part of those 
congressmen who are wedded to the in- 
terests of Wall street about “a uniform 
currency.” But the people already have 
“a uniform currency,” and they: have 
found that one of the evils of such a cur- 
rency is that it flies to the money centers 
at the very time when there is the great- 
est demand forit among the people away 
from the money centers. What the peo- 
ple now want is to suppplement their 
uniform currency with a local currency 
which will not be drained out of the 
channels of trade and business when 
Wall street crooks its finger. This can 
best be done by the issue of state bank 
notes.

“THAT AND OTHER THINGS.” 


But It Is Mostly “the Other Things” 
- Causing the Trouble. 
From The Cincinnati Enquirer. 

In an interview with a representative of 
The Washington Post, which appeared in 
that paper on Wednesday, a member of 
congress expressed the following opinion: 

“Our business men can do nothing until 
the tariff bill has been passed. The results 
of yesterday’s election are an expression 
of their dissatisfaction and others whose in- 
terests are bound up with theirs, with the 
inaction of the party on that matter—that 


and other things, I might say.’ 
Without, at this time, discussing whether 


ft is the inaction on the Wilson bill, or the 
fear that it may become a law, that con- 
tributed most to the sweeping disasters 
which befell the democratic party on Mon- 
day, we fully agree with the gentleman in- 
terviewed in regard to the general dissatis- 
faction of the rank and file of the demo- 
cratic party with “other things.” The 
“other things’ may be thus summarized: 
1. The unfair course of the president on 
the silver question. He accepted the nomin- 
ation on a platform favoring silver coinage, 
and accepted the votes of the friends of 
silver coinage upon that understanding; 
but immediately after his election he be- 
came violent in his hostility to silver coin- 


oD. By the use of federal patronage and 
violent threats of hostility to all who should 
oppose him, he influenced the legislative 
branch of the government and transform- 


ed the silver coinage majority into a Wall 


street majority. While this work was going 
on, the explanation was frequently given 
that the president’s delay in calling an ex- 
tra session of congress, in the interest of 
Wall street, was that the silver coinage 
majority had not yet been fixed by him 
for the gold side. When he felt sure that 
he had secured the representatives, he as- 
sembled cengress, and, throwing aside all 
forms of propriety, shouted at it and goad- 
ed it as a farmer would an ill-broken ox 
team. In a speech delivered on the steps 
of the capitol in commemoration of the lay- 
ing of its corner stone, he railed at the 
senate for debating the silver repeal Dill, 
instead of voting forthwith for its passage, 
as commanded by him. 

8. The silver purchase clause was repealed 
with the assuragce that it was merely to 
make way for sounder legislation upon the 
subject of silver. Yet, when congress, pur- 
suant to this assurance, passed a bill to 
coin the silver bullion now in the treasury, 
including the seigniorage—not adding an 
ounce to that already owned by the gov- 
ernment—he vetoed it in a message assail- 
ing constitutional money, showing a pur- 
pose to join in the conspiracy to destroy 
the legal tender quality of the silver dol- 
lars in circulation and on hand, and wind- 
ing up with a call upon cofigress to pile up 
a national interest-bearing debt payable in 
gold, for the benefit of brokers and money 
lenders. 

4. Immediately after his inauguration he 
took active steps to strike down freedom 
in Hawaii and restore to Hfe a dead mon- 
archy of the vilest description. Knowing 
that the American people would not tol- 
erate such an act of infamy, he endeavored 
to conceal it from them and from the knowl- 
edge of congress, then in session. The 
methods he pursued in this placed the life 
of every American in Honolulu in imminent 
peril, and when he pretended to refer the 
whole matter to congress he did not cease 
his effcrts to restore the ex-queen to power, 
despite her assurances that she would put 
Americans to death, and that she had no 
power to keep any promise which she might 
make to the contrary. The president’s Ha- 
waliian enterprise has been stamped under 
foot by the entire American people, without 
regard to party lines, and no one can now 
be found to advocate it. - 

5. The president secured control of the house 
committee on ways and means, and miade 
the democratic majority leave their com- 
mittee 1.0m and meet at »‘rot in th: treas- 
ury building, there to take orders for the 
framing of a tariff bill. The absurd Wil- 
son bill was the result—a mosaic of protec- 
tion and free trade, to both of which the 
democratic party is opposed—which bill is 
the subject of derision and contempt at the

of the great body of the American 


people, including a vast 
democratic party. Having passed it through 
the house under presidential whip and spur, 


the president’s friends are now trying to 


’ buy its way through the senate by such 


amendments as are favorable to large in- 
dividual interests. In its treatment of the 
tariff question, the administration and its 
imperial guard in the two houses have bold- 
ly sponged out the tariff plank in the dem- 
ocratic platform and thrown to the winds 
every precedent established by the demo- 
cratic party. 

6. By every method he could devise the 
president has sught to break down the 
constitutional barriers between the execu- 
tive and legislative departments of the 
government, and to substitute his own wiil 
for that of congress. 

7. By his course in the Hawaiian affair, 
and his hostilitye to government protec- 
tion for a canal through Nicaragua with 
the consent of that country, and his de- 
claration of opposition to the extension 
of American interests in any territory or 
island not contiguous to the United States, 
he proposes an insular policy humiliating 
to the pride of the American people, and 
which they will reject with unanimity. 

8. The president has persistently amd sys- 
tematically refused to recognize any obli- 
gation whatever to make his administra- 
tion democratic. . 

These are among the “other things” which 
might be pertinently mentioned, in explain- 
ing the causes of the dissatisfaction among 
democrats throughout the country, and their 
failure to appear at the polls in numbers 
sufficient to make a respectable showing at 
the recent elections. 

It is for democrats now to consider 
whether the president shall be endorsed at 
the coming congressional conventions, or 
whether the party will reassert its own pol- 
icies and nominate congressmen who will 
adhere to them despite the president. There 
is no reason to hope that the president 
will change in any particular. On the 
contrary, there is every reason to believe 
inat he will improve every opportunity to 
further alienate from the administration 
the masses of the democratic party, 

There is not a word in this art{cle that 
every democrat, in his own heart, will not 
say is true. The democratic party cannot 
be saved without plain talk concerning the 
president. The truth must be told of him 
to convince local party managers that he 
has made it impossible for his party to car- 
ry him. It is much to be regretted, but it 
is true, the president is not the party. The 
results of Monday’s elections are .Symp- 
toms of political gangrene in the admin- 
istration for which the democratic party is 
unfortunately responsible. The actueness 
of the symptoms proves the necessity of 
immediate surgery, lest it extend to the 
vitals of the party. If the next house is to 
be democratic, it must be made so by the 
votes of those who have been most deeply 
offended by the president’s course. 

We do not say that the party should 
‘unload the president, but we do say that it 
should unload his vagar.es, his anti-demo- 
cratic policies, his autocratic methods, his 
subserviency to the gold kings, and his ap- 
parent contempt for the rightful authority 
of congress and for the will of the people. 
It will be useless to ask the president to 
change. He knows how to change. He has 
undergone many changes since 188i, but 
every change has been for self-aggrandize- 
ment. An elephant was taught the trick of 
receiving money and placing it in a small 
box as high as his trunk could reach. A 
countryman, who had loaned him $5 for that 
purpose, asked the keeper of the animal 


to have him take it down again. The keep- 
er said: ‘‘We have never taught him that 


trick.”” Mr. Cleveland has never taught 
himself to change in the direction of giving 
effect to the people’s will, when he can as 
well have his own way. Party leaders will 
do well to waste none of their energy in 
efforts to make this a democratic adminis- 
tration. Let the party wag6én be thoroughly 
overhauled ard painted; loaded up with 
viands for a democratic feast; fix the place 
for the banquet, and name the hour for 
starting. Let it be free for all, from presi- 
dent to hodcarrier, and if either of them 
gets behind let him catch up with the pro- 
cession as best he can.

WO MORE DAYS OUGHT "0 DECIDE 


As the Fund Ought to Be Made 
Complete by Thursday. 


AN IMPORTANT MEETING YESTERDAY 


At Which a Number o! Good Subscriptions 
Were Reported—Notes and Inoi- 
dents of the Meeting. 


One more strong pull and the exposition 
will be put squarely on its feet. 

The nucleus fund is in sight and it will 
require just a few days more of concen- 
trated effort to put the exposition move- 
ment beyond any possibility of doubt. 
From then it will be forwa.’’. 

At its meeting yesterday afternoon the 
exposition board, after receiving reports 
from thé@€&lifferent committees, passed a 
resolution ‘declaring that in the opinion 
of the board the nucleus fund is clearly in 


gpight, and that if those who have prom- 


ised to subscribe do so, and if everybody 
who should contribute puts his name on 
one of the exposition lists within the next 
two days, the board can then devote itself 
to matters other than this of raising money 
which has been necessarily the all-absorb- 
ing work up to this time. 

The subscription lists now in hand have 


een submitted to the revising committee, 


consisting of Mr. Romare, Mr. Peel and 
Mr. Haas, and that committee has been 
requested to make a report upon the status 
of the subscriptions by Thursday, when 
the regular meeting of the board will be 
held. At that time this committee will say 
how much is lacking. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the re- 
port will show that the total amount has 
been subscribed. It is very necessary that 
this should be the case, and it will be the 
case if those who have promised to con- 
tribute stand to their promises and if the 
doubtful ones come up to the rack in the 
proper way.

The reports received yesterday were very 
gratifying indeed.

The Atlantas Make a Strong Showing 
Against the Baltimores. 


The new baseball park was thrown open 
to the public yesterday afternoon. 

And it was quite a throng that saw the 
first game on the new diamond and from 
the prettiest grand stand in the south. 

It was a good game, too, the people saw 
and it was a game they enjoyed. it was 
enjoyed because the strong Baitimore tean, 
one of the bidd@érs for the pennant in the 
National League, was not able to defeat 
the Atlanta team. 

The men Hanlon has gathered around him 
are among the best players the big league 
knows and for the past two weeks they 
have been working hard through the south 
preparing for the opening of the season. 
That the youngsters Ted Sullivan has se- 
cured for Atlanta should be able to work 
out a tie with them was glory enough for 
the Atlanta fans who looked at the game 
from the grand stand, the bleachers and 
the porticos of the residences about the new 


ball park. 

Had the weather been clear it is probable 
that the grounds would not have held the 
crowd, as the game was all the talk of 
the morning. 

The game opened before a good crowd, 
however, and with the Atlanta team at 
the bat. Manager Sullivan’s first man up 
was Butler, the Georgia boy who is show 
ing himself to be one of the best ball 
players in the country. It was Inks, the 
great left-hander of the Baltimores, the 
same man who has been with the Brook- 
lyns, that Butler faced, but the great rep- 
utation of the tosser did not terrorize the 
Cracker, and the second ball Inks let go 
was smashed on the nose for a long drive 
into right field, but fortunately for the 
Baltimores Brodie got under it in time to 
save it from touching the ground.

AT THE CHURCH OF OUR FATHER 


Rev. ©. J; K.Jones Will Preach the Open- 
ing Sermon on the Subject of 
“Our Divine Humanity.” 


The ninth annual conference of the Uni- 
tarian church in the south will convene 
tonight, at 8 o’clock promptly, in the Church 
of Our Father. .

All the Departments in the Custom 
House Too Mach Crowded. 


THEY WISH AN ADDITIONAL WING 


A Petition to Be Prepared and Forwarded 
to Congressman Litvingston—Some 
Strong Expressions. 


Will an additional wing be built on the 
custom house? 

That is the question Uncle Sam’s employes 
over in that edifice are asking now, and 
in every office there is joy over the propo- 
£ition. 

The ever crowded @ndition of the custom 
house is weil knowh. For some time the 
cry lor more room has been going up from 
every part of the buiuding. Tnere is not a 
department in the whole place but is com- 
plaining vf the lack of sulficient space to 
transact their various duties with any com- 
fort. Lown to the botton Ur. Fox and Ma- 
jor Couper are torced to crowd togetner tne 
employes Of the postotiice in an incenven:- 
ent manner, and neither of them has the 
privilege of a private onfice. Marshal Dun- 
iap, Ou the second floor, has scarceiy recom 
euough to cross his legs, and tiit back in 
that huge, comfortabie chair. Coionel 
lerrell, too, has not elbow room. 

When Attorney Joe James takes a no- 
tion in the afternoon to catch that Douglas- 
ville train, he has to take a running start 
in order to extricate himself from the great 
mass Of papers and books piled about him 
in such reckless coniusion.. Then in the 
Clerk’s Office, the genial Colquitt Carter 
has not space enough to extend to the 
uttermost that broad smile which always 11- 
lumines his pleasant countenance. 

And wey up on the third story Mr. 
Park Morrill and his men are jammed to- 
gether in a shameful fashion. So it is in 
all the departments of the building. There 
is a great lack of suflicient room to do 
business. 

“In my opinion,” said Major Couper yes- 
terday afternoon, “‘the best thing that the 
government can do is to put a wing on the 
corner here just next to our oftice. This 
would extend the ful three stories in height, 
and give all the departments more room. 
Doctor Fox expressed himself emphatically 
in ard to the question of more room.” 

“Our department,” said Mr. ©. E. Mitchell, 
“has been always too much crowded. There 
is no question about it: we need more room 
here in the custom house, and the addition 
of the wing spoken of would heip out 
things wonderfully.” 

“For some time,” said Surveyor of Cus- 
tcms Stocker, ‘“‘I have been trying to get 
another office. This small room which I 
now occupy is not large enough for we to 
have half the things in here which properly 
belong in the office of the survey of cus- 
toms. I have always said that this build- 
ing was too small.” 

A petition will probably be drawn up to- 
day and forwarded at once to Congressman 
livingston asking his aid and co-pera- 
tion in the matter. 


Mr. Kempton's Reply to Judge Blood- 
worth,

Atlanta, Ga., April 9, 1894.—Editor Consti- 
tution: Judge Bloodworth’s reply to my 
card begins by denying the “facts” set 
forth. He proceeds to review and admit 
them from his standpoint, denying some- 
thing which I have never stated and which 
never appeared in print till it came over 
his signature. He states: ‘‘He (Kempton) re- 
fused to make bond ahd pointed out the 
property of the Baldwin Cigar Manufact- 
uring Company to be levied upon for a 
claim against himself, then rushes to the 
newspapers and states that the compa- 
ny’s goods have been tied up, when he knew 
that the levy was against J. F. Kempton.” 
The Baldwin Cigar Manufacturing Compa- 
ny is a partnership and its stock of goods 
liabje for my debts as a partner of the 
firm. I intended giving my partner, Mr. J. 
C. Baldwin, as ‘security on the bond, but, 
finding that he had gone to dinner, I took 
a box of cigars off the shelf and handed 
them to the bailiff, remarking that it would 
save writing a bond. I then went back to 
Judge Bloodworth’s office and swore out a 
warrant against the negro, charging him 
‘with perjury. The box of cigars is charged 
to my personal account, and I have never 
stated that they were the property of the 
Baldwin Cigar Manufacturing Company; 
neither has any newspapér made such a 
statement only where it appears in Judge 
Bloodworth’s card. I stated in yesterday's 
Constitution: “An article in The Daily Com- 
mercial of this date, headed ‘Is This Law?’, 
while partially true, may lead those who 
do not know the circumstances to think that 
the affairs of the Baldwin Cigar Manufact- 
uring Company, of which I am president, 
are embarrassed.” The judge says: ‘“‘The 
statement that blackmail was attempted. to 
be levied, or that. a proposition was made 
him to settle with the negro in my back 
room or elsewhere, is utterly false.’’ To this 
I will state that Bailiff McDonald, who 
served all the papers in the case, told me 
that if I would withdraw the charge of 
perjury he ‘‘thought’”’ the negro would with- 
draw his claim against me and “probably” 
be willine to pay e something for the 
trouble I had been put to. I refused to with- 
draw the charge, because I had not made 
it for what I could get out of it, but to 
prevent false swearing for the purpose of 
blackmail. 

Judge Bloodworth further states that he 
“bound the negro over,”’ which puts the 
conty to expense, when he (the judge) knew 
that the evidence was such that there was 
not ‘a shadow of a chance to convict,”’ to 
use his own language, and then took a 
“straw bond” to save the county ‘“‘expense.”’ 
The law says he must not bind over unless 
he believes the evidence is ‘‘sufficlent to 
convict,”” and that the party bound over 
must give a ‘‘good bond.’ Has the jude 
complied with the law? He then tries to 
lagizsh the matter by descending to rid- 
id@mle, which is be h my notice. 

Iv fieht is agaist perjury and black- 
mail; not against Judee Bloodworth or Will 
Hutchinson, but if either of them has al- 
ligned himself with or in defense of the 
enemy on which my gun is turned and 
should ‘“‘get hit’’ during the fray, I cannot 
help it, it matters not how much I may re- 
gret it.

A Lady Who Objected to Being Called 
’ Slangy Names. 


THE BIG FIND OF THE MOUNTED POLICE 


A Gang of Burglars Brought to Bay—The 
Meeting of the Poiice Board Yes- 
terday—Other Items. 


The utterance of certain harsh words 
Was the cause of two ehtire families and 
several outsiders appearing in police court 
yesterday. 

Mrs. Swann resides in the same house 
with the family of Mr. John Johnson. Mrs. 
Swann told a heated story to uJdge Calhoun 
yesterday in the police court, illustrative of 
the abuses which she hes been compelled 
to tolerate and of the hard-sounding epi- 
thets that have been applied io her. 
Police court has never seen a warmer 
acvocaté of individual rights than Mrs. 
Swann, She is an intelligent-looking lady, 
of good appearance, but her real or imag- 
ined wrongs got the better of her yesterday 
afternoon and she gave vent to her long 
pent up feelings of indignation. 

She says that her wrongs, suffered at 


_ the hands of the Johnson family, are of 


long standing, or as she put it, “it’s a year 
Story.”” Particularly has she suffered at 
the hands of the juvenile son of Mrs. John- 
son, of whom she said that he seemed bent 
upon beating her children to death. These 
wrongs had been aggravated from time 
to time by the application to her of such 
epithets as ‘“‘sheeny.’’ The straw that 
broke the camel's back of endurance came 
yesterday, when the littie Johnson boy 
made a row with her children, and Mr. 
Johnson came out and tock it up. She 
says he used some harsh language to her, 


and she talked back to him in German. As 


an outcome of the little spat she had him 
arrested. : 

Yesterday the two families appeared be- 
fore the recorder and the hearing of the 
case was humorous in the extreme. In the 
warmest sort of language Mrs. Swann told 
about the alleged indignities heaped upon 
her by her neighbors. After all the wit- 
nesses had been heard Recorder Calhoun 
allowed the entire party to go without 
imposing a fine.

Charleston, S. C., April 9.—After hearing 
argument, Judge Charlies H. Simonton, sit- 
ting in the United States court, refused to 
grant a petition for a further postponement 
of the sale of the South Carolina railroad.

Argument was made on the 
petition this morning. The petition: was 
supported by Mr. J. N. Nathans, of Charles- 
ton and resisted by Wheeler H. Peckham, 
of New York, and T. W. Bacot and Samuel 
Lord, of Charleston. The arguments were 
short, and at their conclusion. Judge Simon- 
ton refused to grant the postponement.

. lated value per hundred pounds, it must ap- 
pear either that the contract was sich as 
to bind the initial carrier for full per- 
formance, SO as to make the second carrier 
the agent of the first, or else that the re- 
duced rate forming the consideration of the 
epecial contract was not confined to the 
line of the first carrier but was, either by 
the contract itself or by the act of the 
second er in rating and billing the 
goods over his line, extended and applied 
to that line also. 

2. A special contract expressed in a bill 
of lading and in the written assent of the 
shipper to its terms, which relates to a’ 
consignment of goods from a given point 
on one railway to a given int on anoth- 
er, and which purports on its face to be a 
through bill of lading but expressly limits 
the unde ing of the first company to 

erformance on its own line with no further 

uty on its part but to deliver to the con- 
necting line, and which names no rate of 
freight further than the terminus of the 
first line but expressly excludes any guar- 
anty of a rate beyond that point, does not 
bind the first company, the one with which 
the contract was made, to complete, either 
by itself or by the second company as its 
agent, the whole transportation. And al- 
though the contract provides on its face 
for extension to the second company, at 
the option of the latter, of the benefits se- 
cured to the former in consequence of the 
reduced rate, yet, it not appearing that the 
second company availed itself of this privi- 
lege by shipping the goods over its line at 


a reduced rate, and the goods having been 
destroyed by fire upon that line, presum- 
ably by reason of negligence on e@ part 


of this company, the latter is liable to ac- 
count therefor to the owner at full value, 
there being, so far as appears, no considera- 
tion to uphold any agreement with it, 
express or implied, to accept the conven- 
tional value agreed upon with the first 
company and specified on the face of the 
bill of lading.

Broach v. O’Neal. Before Judge Jenkins, 

Jones superior court. 

1. Where a mortgagor, owning at the time 
of executing the mortgage, a tract of land 
lying all in one body, describes the same 
in the mortgage as containing one thou- 
sand acres, more or less, and all the con- 
tiguous owners are mentioned Save one, 
and the mortgagor himself is not named as 
a contiguous owner, nor any division of the 
tract into two parts is indicated or hinted 
at, and nothing appears to show or sug- 
gest that the mortgagee understood or sus- 
pected that it was the purpose of the 
mortgagor to except or reserve any por- 
tion of the tract, the mortgage is rightly 
construed as embracing the whole tract, al- 
though upon an actual survey afterwards 
made, the contents are found to be seven- 
ty-one and seven-tenths acres more than 
one thousand. The omission of the name 
of one of the contiguous owners should 
be treated as casual or accidental. 

2. The omission of the words “more or 
less,’’ after the words one thousand acres, 
from the execution founded on the judg- 
ment of foreclosure, and from the entry 
of levy as made thereon by the sheriff, will 
not vitiate the sale as a sale of the whole 
tract, nor limit the quantity sold and 
rightly to be conveyed by the sheriff, to 
one thousand acres of the tract. A devi- 
atior from the mortgage and from the 
aoe ge of foreclosure in so slight an ele- 
. merit of description, the other terms of the 
description being substantially adhered to 
and being apparently sufficient to locate 
and identify the premises, is of no real 
moment or consequence. 

3. It is only when a description of prem- 
ises is manifestly too meager, imperfect 
or uncertain to serve as adequate means 
of indentification, that the court can ad- 
judge the description insufficient as mat- 
ter of law. In the present case the ad- 
equacy of the description as applied to the 
whole tract was a question for the jury. 
It was also a question for the jury whether 
the description in the declaration could 
be applied, under the facts in evidence, so 
as to indentify any definite part of the 
whole tract as the premises sued for, and 
as excluding land covered by the mort- 
gage or by the sale under the mortgage 


i 

4. Where the question of homestead or no 
homestead is immaterial, the head of a 
family can recover upon his own title with- 
out urging the homestead right. On the 
pleadings as ultimately shaped in the pres- 
ent case, the exclusion of the homestead 
apers when offered in evidence was 
armless. The verdict was correct, and 
there was no error in denying a new trial. 
Judgment affirmed.

City of Greenesboro v. McGibbony. Be- 
fore Judge Bartlett. Greene superior 
court. 

1. Although the charter of a city may 
not, in express terms, confer the power or 
impcese the duty of keeping the streets and 
bridges within ‘the corporate limits in 
preper condition and repair, yet where the 
charter grants to the corporate authorities 
the power to “impcse such taxes upon 
all the real and personal estate within the 
corporate limits of said city as they shall 
deem necessary for the support of the gov- 
ernment of said city, or for other purposes, 
and***enforce the collection of the same;”’ 
and where these authorities have assumed 
and exercised corporate functions over the 
Streets and bridges, and have negligently 
constructed or failed to keep in repair a 
bridge upon one of the public streets, 
whereby a traveler crossing the same sus- 
tains a personal injury, the corporation is 
liable to make compensation in damages, 
though no right of action be given by the 
charter or any statute. The right to re- 
dress for an injury occasioned by a defec- 
tive structure erected and maintained by 
the corporation upon the public highway 
within the city is a right derived from the 
common law, and may be recognized and 
enforced under the circumstances of the 
present case. 

2. Where one is tortiously disabled by a 
personal injury and prevented from attend- 
ing to his ordinary business for. several 
weeks, he may be allowed nominal dam- 
ages, at least, for his loss of time, although 
no definite evidence of the value of his time 
be submitted to the jury.

1. In an action of complaint for land, the 
Plaintiff being an administratrix cum ‘testa- 
mento annexo and being also devise of the 
land, a disclaimer of title made by her in 
both characters, pending the action, no 
consideraticn therefor being recited or oth- 
erwise appexring, cannot be used to defeat 

he action, she at the trial resisting the 
disclaimer and showing that it was obtain- 
ed from her in the absence of her counsel 
and without advice from him or any one 
else learned in the law.

Wells v. Dillard, et al. Before Judge Butt. 

Marion superior court. 

1. Where it appears that a widow made 
application for dower, that commissioners 
to assign the same were duly appointed 
and that the dower land was in fact laid 
‘off, and the widow entered into possession 
and occupied the same for more ‘than seven 
years, with the consent and acquiescence of 
the administrator and-of the heirs at law, 
her privieg in estate, as well as she, her- 
self, are estopped from controverting the 
regularity and validity of the assignment 
on the ground that the commissioners 
failed tec make any ceturn, and the- no 
judgment of the court was rendered adopt- 
ing or confirming the action of the com- 
missioners. Inasmuch as the adminisérator 
and the heirs would be estopped by’ their 
consent and acquiescence, the widow and 
those claiming in privity with her are 
estopped also. 

2. Where an administrator sells and con- 
veys to a widow so much of a named lot 
of land as may be embraced in these terms 
of description: ‘lot land 164 in -3ist district, 
Marion county, except the widow’s dower 
and ten acres off southeast corner’’—the ad-« 
ministrator’s deed also reciting that the 
widow “bought all vf said lot except the 
widow’s dower and ten acres cff the sofith- 
east corner of said lot,’’*the widow at the 
time of sale being in possession of a defi- 
nite portion of the west part of the lot, 
which portion had been. previously laid off 
as her dower, the proper consiruction of 
the conveyance is, that both this portion 
and the ten acres ‘n the toviieast ccrner 
were wholly excepted from the sale made 
by the administrator, the phrase “the 
widow's dower,’’ as used in the convey- 
ance, meaning not the legal right of dower, 
but the parcel of land itself over which 
that right had been asserted and exercised. 

3. The heirs having consented to and 
acquiesced in the entry and occupation of 
the widow, raising no question as to the 
mode or legality of assigning and laying 
off her dower, they had no right to the 
possession until after her death; inasmuch 
as, under section 2260 of the code, no for- 
feiture resulted by reason of her convey- 
ing the fee to another. The statute of 
prescription, therefore, did not, before the 
death of the widow, commence to run 
against the heirs and in favor of a person 
Claiming under her or her vendee.

1. Where one having an offer of employ- 
ment at a specific compensation per month, 
properly delivered to a telegraph company 
for transmission a message accepting the 
offer, failure of the company to transmit 
and deliver the message, in consquemce of 
which the offer expired by reason of non- 
acceptance within the time limited in its 
terms, and thus the Opportunity for em- 
ployment was lost, the sender of the mes- 
sage may recover of he company for its 
breach of duty such damages as he acutally 
sustained by reason of the tuilure to trans- 
mit and deliver his message of acceptance. 
Prima facie such offer of employment would 
cover the term of at least one month; and 
if he remained unemployed for that length 
of time and could not obtain employment 
elsewhere, he would be entitled to recover 
at least one month’s wages.

Bedell, survivor, v. Richmond and Danville 
Railroad Company. Before Judge Butt. 
Muscogee superior court. 

1. The declaration alleging a contract for 
the transportation of cotton by the defend- 
ant from Columbus, Ga., to Liverpool, Eng- 
land, and setting forth no consideration ex- 
cept an agreed rate of freight per 100 
pounds, and the evidence showing that the 
actual shipment of cotton from Columbus 
was made upon a bill of lading which the 
defendant, by its agent, another railway 
company which it designated to receive the 
cotton for it, delivered to the  plaint- 
iffs at the time of receiving the 
cotton for shipment, which bill of lading 
they accepted and used by attaching the 
same to a draft drawn by them upon other 
parties for money, this bill of lading, and 
not prior stipulations, must be regarded as 
embracing the final contract on which the 
plaintiff, as well as the defendant, acted 
touching the business of transporting the 
cotton, and it not being produced nor its 
contents proved, the piaintiffs could not re- 
cover for an alleged breach of the contract 
of transportation by failure of the defend- 
ant’s steamship te sail with the cotton on 
board from an American port on a partic- 
ular day. 

2. As no contract of solicitation by which 
plaintiff was induced to purchase and 
ship, but only the contract of transporta- 
tion, was declared upon, the court did not 
err in excluding evidence of conversations 
and stipulations, some of which occurred 
prior to the purchase of the cotton by the 
plaintiffs, and all prior to the execution and 
acceptance of the Dill of lading. 

3. Irrespective of other questions in the 
case, the failure of the plaintiffs to prove 
the contract declared upon, by legal evi- 
denee, rendered the judgment of nonsuit 
not only proper, but necessary.

Muscogee superior court. 

A singie stockholder in a corporation ag- 
gregate cannot, without suing in behalf of 
all the interested stockholders and allowing 
them to become coparties, maintain an ac- 
tion against the directors for misfeasance 
Or nonfeasance in their official conduct, 
whereby the income or earnings of the 
corporation, and eonsequently the value of 
the plaintiff’s stock, were less than they 
otherwise would have been. If the plaint- 
iff was the sole stockholder whose interest 
was affected by the default attributed to 
the directors, he should have so aileged in 
his petition.
